“Really, she does it all so ingenuously—so earnestly—so in- 
nocently—and with such bubbling happiness all the way,”’ inter 
jected the Professor’s wife. 

“Oh, I don’t know,” the Professor differed. ‘“‘She was charming 
all the time, I admit. But there were moments when she seemed 
sophisticated—quite. Some of the lines of the play are almost 
disconcertingly frank, and some of the situations make you sit up.” 

“You're just like every other man,” said his wife. ‘Always

“Something interesting, you mean?” 

“But I found nothing objectionable in the lines, I must say,” 
said the Spinster, “except that. 

“Then you do make exception?” interrupted the Professor. “I 
wouldn’t for the world intimate, sister, that you are like the spinster 
in the play.”

“You remember when something a bit off color was pending and

But Miss 
Crews does wonders with the part, and 
the company has special ability in the 
male réles—Harry Ashford, Frank Con- 
nor, William Williams and George 
Denny being well fitted, and Alfred 
Lunt showing remarkable aptitude for 
the réle of the Greenwich Village free- 
lover. If Mr. Hurlburt would disclose 
less fondness for forging and refurbish- 
ing epigrams his plays would act 
better.’’ 

“T haven’t heard your real opinion of ‘Furs and Frills,’”’ said the 
Spinster. “TI liked the idea of it very well, though I don’t know much

about music comedy.’ 

“T am always well disposed toward anything I see at the Casino,” 
replied the Professor. ‘The symmetrical and colorful beauty of 
that theater—though it is now an old beauty—so contrasts with some 
of the garish new theater interiors that it soothes me. Thus I can’t 
be very critical about ‘Furs and Frills.’ As a play it was originally 
a failure. As I remember, it was produced with the thermometer 
climbing exasperatingly, and the psychological reaction of the fur 
coat may have told on the perspiring public. The author, Edward 
Clark, has clevely condensed its essentials into the two traditional 
acts of this form of entertainment, and he has written lyrics that seem 
up to date with the music of Silvio Hein. Other things being equal, 
it will please a lot of persons.” 

“But are other things equal?” 

“Time only can tell. I was wondering if the theater is not suffer- 
ing in one detail on account of the war. I mean as to chorus girls. 
In society many of the prettiest women are going or have gone to 
the front as nurses. And they say nurses can also sing.” 

“But the octet of girl violinists embodies a novel chorus feature.’ 

“Yes, girl violinists are a novelty in this juxtaposition. The 
singing of the principals—as it usually is in musical comedy—was 
secondary. They are supposed to be comedians. And at least one of 
them in this show is a comedian. Ernest Torrence, as William 
McTavish, is an artist in his specialty of Scot 
character. He illustrates the principle which few 
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were so considerate of her—that she remarked 
curiously: ‘What is it? If it’s anything I ought 
not to know, I know all about it!’”’ 

“Aren't you just terrible! I was going to say 
except the Greenwich Village studio scene. But of 
course a chaperone was there with Arabella.” 

“Or thereabouts. She was hidden—out of 
sight, and practically out of hearing,” said the 
Professor. ‘And that studio scene, while it is a 
clever satire on the Greenwich Village bunk 
that’s a word no Professor should use and you'll 
pardon my colloquialism—proved that Mr. Hurl- 
burt, the author, is a close—a very close

| can’t even imagine it.

| said that he was now, as he had been since the last century, opposed 
| to woman suffrage, and he would tell the audience why. ‘I am opposed to 
votes for women,” he said, “for I belicve that it would be bad for women and 
bad for the country.” Like the raven he said just that and nothing more. 

‘Well, can you beat that?” said one reporter to another as they left 
the hall, “That is just what ma used to say to me when I asked why I 
couldn’t drown myself in the candy box. She did not bother to explain the 
action of sugar on my young digestion. She hadn’t the time, and she knew 
my young brain couldn’t grapple with reasons why. Evidently friend- 
statesman thinks that women are still kids in intellect, and that definite 
facts would be wasted on them. 

To be obliged to swallow unprotestingly a mere generality in place of a 
definite fact is the fate of children, and tramps, and voteless women: in 
short of the disinherited of the Earth. And that a wise man could offer a 
generality in place of an argument against woman suffrage only shows how 
desperately women need the backing of the vote. 





Democracy Perches Low 

HILE the lawyers’ union, as exemplified by a certain eastern univer- 

sity, refuses to hob-nob with women lawyers; while medical schools 
gingerly extend facilities to women after explaining that war and not justice 
opened the door of opportunity, the men who clean cars are reported as 
having reached out the hand of fellowship to their women competitors. 
If war forces women into our occupation, they say, let us give them al] the 
protection that we can get for ourselves. 

Which shows, doesn’t it? that the spirit of democracy perches low and 
sits by choice and well at ease along humble by-ways? What matters it, 
then, that the Manly Report lists but two per cent. of the people in this 
country as rich and over 60 per cent. as poor? So much the better for liberty, 
quality, and fraternity if a bit hard on the extent of really good golf 
links. 


And Yet Another Reason Why 
MONG the tragic assortment that war has always handed out to 
women has run a little gleam of easement, as one might say. At 
home woman wrestled with the pots and kettles alone, and it has not been 
written in the code of chivalry that man need acquire any information 
about serving food or patching clothes, or cleaning up the débris of living. 

But when man went to war he left not only woman behind, but her 
services as well. War thrust upon him detailed information about cooking, 
and mending, and cleaning-up and this information often stuck by him to 
the end of his life. Men there are who have been heard to say: “I learned 
to sew on buttons in the Civil War, and I have sewed on my buttons ever 
since.” 

But the present war is of unmitigated gloom for woman, a cloud with no 
silver lining. Listen to this editorial comment on English war conditions: 
‘Everything that women can do at home they can do behind the firing lint. 
It has taken the world a thousand years to discover this, but England 
having made the discovery, sent her women in a matter of fact way to the 
war and said no more about it.” 

But more, much more, should be said about it. If women are to 
follow their menfolk right up to the firing line, doling out the usual house- 
wifely service; if war returns menfolk to women not only minus their 
former earnihg capacity, but plus no added capacity to help about the 
house, then the vote looms up as the only possible compensation the state 
can give to women in return for all their sacrifices. And since this is $0,
